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Chinook’s Edge school 
board unanimously 
passes 2001-2002 budget

Chinook's Edge School Board Trus¬ 
tees unanimously passed its 2001- 
2002 School Budget at last week’s 
board meeting. 

The $80 million budget, which 
boasted a surplus of $204,806, is $12 
million larger than last year and has 
allowed the Board to make some sig¬ 
nificant contributions to a variety of 
new programs. 

The school board received about $7 
million more in the annual Alberta 
Learning grant. 

The Board, at the meeting to pro¬ 
vide $50,000 to each small rural high 
school to help them provide a wider 
variety of classes for its students. The 
small number of students at some ru¬ 
ral high schools sometimes makes it 
difficult the school to offer the amount 
of programs that are available at a 
city school with a larger population 
base. 

Resources were also earmarked to 
conduct a math review in the division 
with an aim to improve achievement 
in the subject. 

The Math Program Development 
initiative will focus on student per¬ 
formance and achievement in math, 
student's attitudes towards math and 
teacher confidence and skill level in 
teaching math. 

The school board will also freeze 
instruction resource fees at the cur¬ 
rent level. 

One item that was not included in 
the budget that received some talk in 
some of the most recent meetings was 
that of reducing class sizes for Grades 
K to 12. 

Superintendent of Schools Jim Gib¬ 
bons said the board needed more time 
to focus on the issue and would look 
at later in the fall. He added that the 
Board wanted get the math initiative 
up and running as soon as they could.

Some other issues the Board ran 
into while preparing the budget were 
higher utility costs and teacher's sala¬ 
ries. 

In the area of increasing heating, 
electrical and transportation costs, $1 
million extra was budgeted. 

Currently the School Board's nego¬ 
tiation committee is in discussion 
with teachers about their contracts. 
The Alberta Teachers Association has 
raised concern about Alberta teach¬ 
ers not receiving enough money for 
the job they do. 

Locally, money has not been dis¬ 
cussed as other issues have taken the 
forefront so far. 

In total, four meetings have taken 
place between the two groups. 

Under the heading Budget Chal¬ 
lenges' the board has recognized "to 
predict and budget for staff salary 
increase when for the first time spe¬ 
cific funding has been announced for 
teacher salary increases.” 

The Chinook’s Edge School board 
received a four per cent increase from 
the province for teacher salaries. In¬ 
struction costs make up 66 per cent 
of approved budget.

Local students are conducting a science experiment that is truly out ol this world.

Students from Westglen Mid¬ 
dle School are currently im¬ 
mersed in a science project that 
is truly out of this world. 

The school was one of about 
3,000 that is growing tomato 
plants from seeds that were 
shot into orbit at the end of last 
year. 

The project, Tomatospere, is 
designed to allow students to 
help investigate the possibilities 
of sustaining human life in 
space through the study of the 
effects of space flight on tomato 
seeds. 

"It came across my desk one 
day, I applied for it and the 
school was accepted," said 
Grade 5 teacher Trevor 
Sanche, adding the bulk of the 
work that is involved in the ex¬ 
periment has been done by the 
students. 

"The kids set it up, planted 
the seeds and they are taking 
care of it themselves. They 
have to come down to the room 
(by the main office) to take care 
of that." 

All four Grade 5 classes at 
Westglen school are conducting 
their own experiments. 

Sanche said his work to¬ 
wards the project has been 
merely organizational. 

While the students readily 
understand the experiment, 
and are quite excited about 
working with seeds that were 


effect Space flight may have on 
the growth of tomato plants - a 
preferred food producing plant 
for space travel. 

The Tomatosphere project 
enables elementary school 
teachers to introduce or rein¬ 
force the scientific method, as 
well as provide basic knowledge 
about the space environment, 
plant biology and tomatoes. 
The Tomatosphere project will 
give students practical experi¬ 
ence in hypothesis testing, de¬ 
cision making and data collect¬ 
ing. 

Tomato seeds were chosen 
for the experiment because to¬ 
matoes are a highly nutritious 
food source. The plants could 
possibly been grown in space to 
provide food, oxygen, and wa¬ 
ter as well as remove carbon 
dioxide from the air. 

The space science investiga¬ 
tion is sponsored by the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph, Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada, Heinz 
Canada, the Canadian Space 
Agency, CRESTech (Centre for 
Research in Earth and Space 
Technology), Canadian Space 
Resource Centre and Ontario 
Agri-Food Education Inc. 

Results of the local experi¬ 
ments are scheduled to be col¬ 
lected this week.

Myron Thompson, Member 
of Parliament for Wild Rose, is 
calling upon the Heritage Min¬ 
ister to end the crisis in Cana¬ 
da's National Parks. 

Thompson, whose riding in¬ 
cludes Banff National Park, is 
outraged at Parks Canada's 
mismanagement of wildlife pro¬ 
tection in Canada’s National 
Parks. "What doesn't make 
sense to me is that we re wast¬ 
ing millions of dollars training 
RCMP to do a job which we've 
already got park wardens 
trained to do. RCMP have their 
own work to do, just give Park 
Wardens the tools needed to 
carry out their duties safely 
and get on with business," said 
Thompson. 

The MP was referring to a 
January 31st Canada Labour 
Code ruling, under which 
Parks Wardens were ordered 
out of uniform while the Parks 
Canada Agency spent tens of 
thousands of dollars buying 
shotguns it has now been told

On May 15th, an interim 
health and safety ruling by 
HRDC rejected this temporary 
plan put in place by Parks 
Canada, putting Wardens back 
in uniform.

With the E. eoli trag¬ 
edy in Walkerton, On¬ 
tario, and similar con¬ 
cerns surfacing in North 
Battleford, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Canadians have 
become more concerned 
about how safe their wa¬ 
ter is. 

Didsbury, however, is 
in good hands according 
to Anthony Henday of¬ 
ficials, from where Dids- 
bury's water comes 
from. 

"We have the highest 
water standards in 
North America," said 
plant manager John 
MacDonald, who said a 
comparison should not 
be made between Dids¬ 
bury and places like 
Walkerton. 

"We exceed Canadian 
guidelines. By provin¬ 
cial law our standards 
are higher." 

MacDonald said the 
water prepared at the 
plant is monitored with 
on-line instumentation 
24 hours a day. The wa¬ 
ter is manually tested 
every three hours. Once 
a day a complete analy¬ 
sis is done. 

The plant regularly 
sends samples to the 
University of Alberta 
labs, checks for 
cryptosportidium and 
giardia six times a year 
by sending samples to 
an independent lab and 
twice a year conducts a 
metal analysis. 

"Look at our track 
record," said MacDonald. 
"I have been here for 25 
years and 1 have never 
heard or seen any prob¬ 
lems. We have checks 
and double checks. We 
don't fool around with 
water quality." 

Didsbury's water is 
extracted from the Red 
Deer River at the 
Anthony Henday plant 
in Innisfail. There, it is 
treated with chemicals 
and chlorine. It is fil¬

tered and then treated 
with chlorine a second 
time. After that it will 
sit in the reservoir from 
six to 12 hours before 
being shipped down a 
main line. 

The water then 
reaches a second reser¬ 
voir near Olds. If need 
the water is treated 
again. 

Eventually the water 
reaches the Didsbury 
reservoir where further 
quality checks are done. 

Clean drinking water

and last Tuesday the Al¬ 
berta government said it 
was going to take fur¬ 
ther steps to make sure 
Albertans were drinking 
safe water. 

Canada as a country 


doesn't have a standard 
for water quality. A fed¬ 
eral-provincial subcom¬ 
mittee does define guide¬ 
lines for drinking water. 
The guidelines however 
are not legally binding. 


Don Watt, Didsbury's 
representative on the 
Mountain View Water 
Board, said that the 
pressing issues in 
Walkerton and North 
Battleford are on the 
forefront of board dis¬ 
cussions. 

"It's in our minds all 
of the time. Not to be 
discussing issues like 
these would be irrespon¬ 
sible," said Watt. 

"We have attempted to 
be pro-active. There are 
demands on us all of the 
time." 

The rate at which the 


six municipalities that 
share the water line 
from the Anthony 
Henday plant are grow¬ 
ing is one of the issues 
that the Water Commis¬ 
sion is facing. Currently 
the plant is producing 
about 11,800 cubic me¬ 
tres of water a day. But 
a $10 million expansion 
will increase that 
number to 30,000 cubic 
metres. 

The expansion, which 
should be completed in 
2002, will use a technol¬ 
ogy called Zeeweed to fil¬ 
ter water at a faster rate 
at the plant. Zeeweed is 
a filter system that uses 
hundreds of spaghetti¬ 
like strands to take im¬ 
purities out of the wa¬ 
ter including the E. coli 
bacteria. 

"It is a very efficient 
way of cleaning the wa¬ 
ter and is capable of tak¬ 
ing out the microorgan¬ 
isms. We would still 
have to use a chlorine 
process but there is no 
way to get around that." 

Watt said the expan¬ 
sion would have to be 
phased in because it 
would be impossible to 
close down the plant to 
make the improyemputs. 
He said the equipment 
would be "retrofitted" to 
make the transition a 
smooth one. 

The water would 
still go through the 
controls already in 
place to monitor qual¬ 
ity. 

Watt predicts the ex¬ 
pansion will help the 
communities meet their 
water quantity needs for 
the next 20 years. 

Because Canada 
doesn't have a standard 
for water quality, the 
Anthony Henday plant 
compares itself to strin¬ 
gent American water 
guideline which are not 
easy to meet, said Watt. 

"We are very close to 
it," said Watt.

Canada has seen a 221'# increase in the 
number of living kidney transplants performed 
in the country over the past decade, reports 
the Canadian Institute for Health Information 
(CIHI). In 1999, of the 1,010 single kidney 
transplantations performed, 379 involved liv¬ 
ing organs compared to 118 of the 817 done in 
1990. 

From 1990 to 1999, single organ transplants 
increased by 24%, with growth directly attrib¬ 
uted to increases in living donations. Over the 
10-year period, donations of live single kidney 
organs for transplantation increased from 14% 
to 38%; however, there was a 14% drop in ca¬ 
daveric kidney donation over the same period. 
Kidneys are currently the only organs regu¬ 
larly transplanted from live donors for the trans¬ 
plantation in Canada. 

The first live donor kidney transplant was 
performed in France in 1951; the first per¬ 
formed in Canada was in 1958. 

The figures released today are from the Ca¬ 
nadian Organ Replacement Register (CORR), 
a national database managed by CIHI that 
records, analyzes, and reports the level of ac¬ 
tivity, outcomes and long-term trends for or¬ 
gan transplantation, organ donation, trans¬ 
plant waiting lists and dialysis activities. The 
register also provides comparative data to fa¬ 
cilitate treatment decisions. 

"With the continuing increase in the time 
awaiting a suitable organ for kidney transplan¬ 
tation, and the deterioration in health that oc¬ 
curs in many patients during that time, more 
and more patients are coming forward with po¬ 
tential living donors," explains Dr. Phul Greig, 
a director on the CORR Board. "With the cur¬ 
rent surgical techniques and the introduction 
of laparoscopic donor nephrectomy, the mor¬ 


bidity of the living donor surgery is less than in 
the past." 

In 1999, among all paediatric patients who re¬ 
ceived a living kidney transplant in Canada, 54.3% 
received a kidney donated by their parents or other 
relatives. For those patients who were 15 years 
and older, 37.6% received organs from living do¬ 
nors. In most cases (41.8%), organs were donated 
by siblings. 

Canada's live kidney donation rate was 12.4 
per million population in 1999, one of the highest 
reported internationally according to statistics 
compiled by the Organizacion Nacional de 
Trasplantes in Spain. The rate for the United 
States was slightly higher, at 16.4 per million 
population, as reported by the United Network 
for Organ Sharing (UNOS). 

ADVANCES IN LIVER 
TRANSPLANTATION 

"With the recent advances in liver transplanta¬ 
tion techniques and the success of the living do¬ 
nation in paediatric patients, live donor liver 
transplants are being offered to adult recipients," 
adds Dr. Greig, who predicts that the number of 
patients receiving live liver transplants in Canada 
will rise substantially over the next few years. In 
1999, nine patients received live donor liver trans¬ 
plants, out of the 378 single organ liver trans¬ 
plants performed. Transplant centres in Alberta. 
British Columbia and Ontario are all performing 
live donor liver transplants. 

PATIENTS WAITING FOR 
TRANSPLANTS 

As of June 30, 2000, there were 3,682 patients 
waiting for organ transplants with patients in 
need of a kidney comprising 79% of the list. The 
kidney waiting list has risen by 82.0% over the 
past decade, from 1,606 patients in 1991 to 2,923 
in 2000.

Notes from Nigeria 

Couple envious while visiting Kenya 


Dear family and friends, 

Dan has traveled and will 
be gone for two weeks. 
Makes it kind of quiet at 
home and he is missing out 
on all the end of the school 
year activities. 

I need to finish telling you 
about our Kenya trip. The 
conference was held at Rift 
Valley Academy. It is a beau¬ 
tiful campus. We were just 
a bit envious of their facili¬ 
ties though Ilillcrest also 
has good facilities. The one 
thing we particularly were 
envious of was their gym. 
We have a PE building but 
it is not regulation size and 
so is very limiting. It is not 
large enough for a basket¬ 
ball court and not high 
enough for volleyball. 

Rift Valley Academy has 
about 500 students, 400 of 
which live in the dorms.

Valley the eating areas are 
divided by grades so there is 
less interaction between the 
grades and brothers and sis¬ 
ters do not get to eat to¬ 
gether unless they are close 
in grade. 

We came back to face the 
last few weeks of school and 
of course they have been 
busy weeks. Several of the 


committees I am on have 
been working hard to wrap 
things up before the long 
break and we have suc¬ 
ceeded but it has meant long 
hours and extra work. 
These last two weeks of 
school have also meant 
more evening activities such 
as concerts, award ceremo¬ 
nies, PTA meetings and 
sports events. Sometimes I 
don't remember what it is I am 
going to until I get the program 
when I arrive. But Tuesday is 
a holiday - Democracy Day - so 
that means a chance to get 
caught up and finish off the 
work for the end of the year.

School Board shoots 
down Didsbury High 
School field trip

Chinook's Edge School 
Board decided last week that it 
will not approve a proposed 
Didsbury field trip to Italy, 
Greece, Egypt and Cyprus in 
the spring of 2002. 

After making changes to its 
Field trip policy last month to 
satisfy liability and fairness is¬ 
sues (HICA), a rash of field 
trips have been denied includ¬ 
ing the one that originated 
from Didsbury High School. 

The school board received 
the request that accompanied 
a letter from teacher Janine 
Becker that began by thanking 
the Board for "its endorsement 
and support of the Didsbury 
High School tour of Italy and 
Greece this past April." 

The proposed trip included 
visiting a variety of historical 
monuments including the Alex¬ 
andria Pyramids while travel¬ 
ling on a luxury cruise ship. 

"We have come so far away 
from what 1 consider a field 
trip," said Board Chair Roy 
Brassard. "You can call any one 
of these trips an educational 
experience, but I think we have 
gone outside the bounds of 
what is considered a field trip." 

"In order to make it a school 
trip, hours of instruction 
should become assigned in ad¬ 
vance," agreed Trustee Sandi 
Chalmers. 

Board members have said 
several times since the issue 
arose that spring break trips 
could still be carried out - just 
not under a school setting. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Jim Gibbons said he investi¬ 
gated the liability issues at last 
week's meeting and said teach¬ 


ers could be held liable on a trip 
because they are still wearing 
their teacher' hat. 

"They would be advised not 
to go if the trip was not ap¬ 
proved by the Board," said Gib¬ 
bons. 

The Calgary Board of Edu¬ 
cation is involved in a lawsuit 
because of a death that oc¬ 
curred on a field trip. Hazel 
Kosch’s son Brodie MacDonald 
drowned while trying to save 
his teacher from the ocean on 
a California field trip. 

The Board also denied two 
other field trips at the meeting. 
Requests by H.J. Cody to New 
York and Olds Junior Senior 
High to the United Kingdom 
were also not approved.

More awareness needed on dangers of meningitis

Colleen Cramton, a local woman whose husband 
has been critical in hospital with Meningococcal Sep¬ 
ticemia, believes the health authority hasn’t been do¬ 
ing enough to inform the public on the dangers of the 
disease. 

Colleen’s husband Jim, 57, came down with the 
disease five weeks ago, but did not display the symp¬ 
toms of sore neck or fever that are usually associated 
with strains of meningococcal, that manifests at first 
as a flu like bug. 

Since that time, Jim’s condition has deteriorated to 
include massive organ failure and a condition that 
causes a person’s blood flow to stop and the 
blood to clot. 

The combination caused doctors to put Jim on com¬ 
plete life support and he has lost the tips of his fingers 
on his right hand through amputation. 

As well he is in danger of contracting gangrene be¬ 
cause a required amputation of his toes on both feet 
has not been posible due to massive kidney failure. 
The fear is if the amputation can’t be performed in time, 
more of the limb will be lost. 

Although the question is if Jim, who was given only 
a 5 per cent chance of survival, will have a quality of 
life if he recovers, the greater question Colleen is ask¬ 
ing is why hasn’t the health authority done more to 

Carstairs Esso hit 
by m asked men 

Didsbury RCMP responded to the Carstairs Esso/ 
Winks Food Store after three masked males stormed 
the store. 

At 4:05 a m. on May 30, 2001, the local RCMP de¬ 
tachment was called to the Carstairs’ store as a re¬ 
sult of an armed robbery. Five minutes earlier three 
men with masks and baseball bats stole a small amount 
of cash and cigarettes, while a fourth man waited out¬ 
side in a vehicle.

inform the public on the danger of this disease. Col¬ 
leen says if they had, possibly they could have got 
Jim to the hospital and treated sooner, instead of 
rushing him to the hospital by ambulance. 

“It’s just that easy to pick-up somebody’s smoke 
or drink, it’s just that simple. People seem not to pay 
attention until it hits close to home,” 
said Colleen. 

And, now that it has hit close to home, Colleen 
can’t understand why the health authority hasn’t in¬ 
formed the public now that a confirmed case of the 
disease has come out of the area. 

The only information released by the health au¬ 
thority, following enquiries by the local media, was 
that there was a suspected case of the disease. 
Public Health officer Cheryl Fergusen, says it is not 


health authority policy to release information on men¬ 
ingitis cases if they have not exceeded an expected 
number of cases. 

“We deal with a number of communicable diseases, 
the question would then be do we put something out 
every time we know of a case,” said Fergusen. 

“If it is in a situation where it’s an outbreak then 
we would alert the public, but we’re not at a point 
that we’re above what we would expect.” 

So far since Jim’s case has been confirmed there 
have been no other cases of the disease in the region. 

As far as testing for where Jim could have con¬ 
tracted the disease from, Fergusen says it would likely 
be a futile effort. 

“Often times you won’t ever find who they contracted 
it from,” she said.

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Study highlights areas of improvement for Chinook’s Edge 

Red Deer based study indicates that local students are less pleased with variety ot classes ottered.

A recently released 
study that examines 
whether students, par¬ 
ents and teachers are 
satisfied with what is 
happening in their 
school divisions high¬ 
lighted some issues 
where improvement 
could be sought. 

While Chinook's Edge 
School Division was 
very close to the provin¬ 
cial average on most 
questions of the study 
conducted by Schollie 
Research and Consult¬ 


ing, a Red Deer based 
firm, a few areas were 
highlighted for improve¬ 
ment. 

Only 58 per cent of 
the students in Grades 
10 to 12 said they were 
satisfied with the vari¬ 
ety of courses available 
in their schools, com¬ 
pared with the Central 
Alberta average of 70 
per cent. 

"We need to make sure 
we are not comparing 
apples to oranges," said 
Chinook's Edge Chair 
Roy Brassard. “We are 


the only completely ru¬ 
ral division with K-12 
schools. And we have no 
large centres (where it is 
easier to offer more vari¬ 
ety because of higher stu¬ 
dent population)." 

Only 66 per cent of the 
Grade 10 to 12 students 
polled said the agreed 
with the statement "There 
are sufficient resources 
available at school to 
help me make career de¬ 
cisions." The Central Al¬ 
berta average for the 
question was at 74 per 
cent. 


Sixty-seven percent of 
the students polled said 
they agreed with the 
statement "I am learning 
the skills 1 will need 
when 1 leave school" com¬ 
pared to the Central Al¬ 
berta average of 73 per 
cent. 

Eighty-six percent of 
students in the jurisdic¬ 
tion said they were satis¬ 
fied with the overall qual¬ 
ity of the education they 
were receiving at their 
schools. Ninety-seven per 
cent of the teachers in 
the division said they 
were satisfied with the 
overall quality of educa¬ 
tion offered in their 
schools. Eighty-eight 
per cent of the parents 
polled said they were 
happy with the overall 
quality of the education 
their children receive. 

The survey was con¬ 
ducted in the first two 
weeks of March, 2001. 
Parent surveys were dis¬ 
tributed to homes using 
a combination of 
Canada Post and hand- 
delivery by students. 
Staff surveys were 
handed out and returned 
internally. 

Students were handed 
out surveys in classes. 
The return rate among 
students was 78 per 
cent, teachers were at 
65 per cent and parents 
30 per cent.

A Robin has her nest in a big spruce tree near the 
house and I can watch her through the Living Room 
window. I can't actually see into the nest but she must 
have babies because she is busily carrying in food. 
She hops across the lawn, stops for a moment, head 
cocked, and then stabs into the grass and comes up 
with a worm. They know where to poke because they 
can hear the worm doing what ever worms do down 
there. Maybe worms talk to themselves, maybe they 
whistle or sing, maybe as they grind earth through 
their digestive systems they sound like teeny, weeny, 
gravel crushers! Whatever the sound Mrs. Robin hears 
it, and the poor old worm becomes baby food. She leans 
back on her heels, pulls the very surprised, (and pos¬ 
sibly screaming) worm from his hiding place and then 
makes her circuitous way to the nest. She never goes 
directly to the nest because some predator may be 
watching. A smart predator could probably figure this 
out but maybe predators have short attention spans. 
I wish her luck with her family and if I'm around when 
a cat or Crow or Magpie threatens her I will certainly 
try to help but my attention span is limited too. 

Last year at this time two lady Orioles waited on 
the deck railing and then slipped in and out of Hobbes, 
doghouse to pull threads from his carpet. Since then, 
because of Hobbes tendancy toward arthritis, we 
bought him a lovely soft, puffy bed and burned his old 
rug. I don't know if the Orioles remember last years 
source of nest material but early this week an Oriole 
lady began snooping around the deck so I cut several 
lengths of yarn and caught them in slivers in the rail¬ 
ing. Almost immediately she was back and pulling yarn 
from the rail. She has taken about 25 now and some¬ 
times her husband comes along and helps. They are 
both totally gorgeous. My Bird Book describes the Fe¬ 
male Northern Oriole as,"brownish olive above, black¬ 
ish markings on head, underparts dull orange, palest 
on belly," but this female fairly glows with color. She 
is sleek and trim, longer bodied than a robin and al¬ 
most tangerine with no blackish marks anywhere. 
Orioles are normally shy and only seen sort of flit¬ 
ting through the treetops so to have them this close 
fairly takes your breath away. 

There are Bluebirds in the box by the dugout. I 
assume they have babies, Ralph cleaned the nest box 
this spring and because the lid was loose he taped it 
shut so I have not been able to snoop in there. Blue¬ 
birds come back even earlier than Robins and both 
species raise two broods a year so the first family will 
be fledging soon. The Bluebird recovery program is a 
wonderful success story and the Calgary Regional 
Bluebird Conference is being held June 15, 16, and 
17. They have an excellent program with great tours 
and speakers. If you are interested you may get infor¬ 
mation at 271-4689. 

We have seen a Western Tanager this spring and 
my neighbors have seen Purple Finch. We are at the 
very edge of their territory so it's unusual and excit¬ 
ing to see either bird. The Hummingbirds are back, 
we have at least one male and one female Ruby Throat 
and we have seen one tiny, female Calliope. The 
Calliope Hummingbird is the smallest North Ameri¬ 
can bird, only 3 1/4 inches long it has a slightly 
shorter bill and tail than the Ruby Throat and when 
it sits at the feeder it looks chunkier, more compact 
and compared to the sleeker Ruby Throat sort of 
grumpy and dowdy. Poor little body has just flown all 
the way from Mexico no wonder she looks grumpy. 

It's Spring, the birds are back, the apple trees are 
in bloom and it will rain. It occurs to me that I have 
also invented a name for a Punk Band. Robin and the 
Screaming Worms.

- playgrounds and sports 
facilities that are well-main¬ 
tained. 

- gym classes that involve 
kids of all abilities; activities 
that keep them moving. 

- curriculum that covers 
healthy eating habits and 
cooking methods. 

Finally, and most impor¬ 
tant, we have to set a good 
example. If you are particu¬ 
lar about what you eat, your 
kids learn the importance of 
careful eating. 

Some of us are carrying a 
little extra baggage ourselves; 
if we take steps to lose that 
weight, the message will have 
a greater impact on our kids.

Focus on 


the FamiCy 

QUESTION: My children are still in elementary school, 
and I want to avoid adolescent rebellion in the future if I 
can. What can you tell me to help me get ready for this 
scary time? 

DR. DOBSON: I can understand why you look toward 
the adolescent years with some apprehension. This is a 
tough time to raise kids. Many youngsters sail right 
through that period with no unusual stresses and prob¬ 
lems, but others get caught in a pattern of rebellion that 
disrupts families and scares their moms and dads to death. 
I’ve spent several decades trying to understand that phe¬ 
nomenon and how to prevent it. 

The encouraging thing is that the most rebellious teens 
usually grow up to be responsible and stable adults who 
can't remember why they were so angry in earlier days. I 
once devoted a radio program to a panel of “formerly re¬ 
bellious teens” that included three successful ministers, 
the Rev. Raul Ries, Pastor Mike Macintosh, and the Rev. 
Franklin Graham, son of Dr. Billy and Ruth Graham. Each 
of them had been difficult adolescents who gave their par¬ 
ents fits. 

With the exception of Raul, who had been abused at 
home, the other two couldn’t recall what motivated their 
misbehavior or why they didn’t just go along and get along. 
That is often the way with adolescence. It’s like a tornado 
that drops unexpectedly out of a dark sky, tyrannizes a 
family, shakes up the community, and then blows on by. 
Then the sun comes out and spreads its warmth again. 
Even though the teen years can be challenging, they’re 
also filled with excitement and growth. Rather than fear¬ 
ing that experience, therefore, I think you ought to antici¬ 
pate it as a dynamic time when your kids transition from 
childhood to full-fledged adulthood. 

QUESTION: How can I help my child develop whole¬ 
some, respectful attitudes toward people of other racial 
and ethnic groups? 

DR. DOBSON: There is no substitute for parental 
modeling of the attitudes we wish to teach. Someone wrote, 
“The footsteps a child follows are most likely to be the 
ones his parents thought they covered up.” It is true. Our 
children are watching us carefully, and they instinctively 
imitate our behavior. We can hardly expect them to be kind 
to the entire human family if we are prejudiced and reject¬ 
ing. Likewise, we will be unable to teach appreciativeness 
if we never say “please” or “thank you” at home or abroad. 
We will not produce honest children if we teach them to lie 
to the bill collector on the phone by saying, “Dad’s not 
home.” In these matters, our boys and girls instantly dis¬ 
cern the gap between what we say and what we do. And of 
the two choices, they usually identify with our behavior 
and ignore our empty proclamations. If you never speak 
derogatorily about racial minorities, and if you absolutely 
will not tolerate racially based jokes and slurs, your chil¬ 
dren will not fail to notice. It’s the best place to begin 
your teaching process. 

QUESTION: How do I get started in discussing sex 
with my children? Is there a natural way to get into the 
topic? 

DR. DOBSON: Fortunately, most children will ask for 
information when they need it. You should be ready to 
grab those opportunities at the drop of a hat. Sometimes 
very little warning is given. Our daughter asked for very 
specific details when she was only 7 years old, catching 
her mother off-guard. My wife stalled for an hour during 
which she alerted me. Then the three of us sat on the bed 
drinking hot chocolate and talking about matters we hadn’t 
expected to discuss for several years. You never know when 
such moments will arrive and need to think them through 
in advance. 

Although those spontaneous conversations are easiest, 
some children never ask the right questions. Some boys 
and girls have “inquiring minds that want to know,” while 
others never give the subject of sex a second thought. If 
your child is one of those who seems uninterested, you’re 
still on the hook. 

The task must get done. Someone else will do the job if 
you won’t — someone who may not share your values.

A stitch in time... 



Attention all sewers: your 
skills are needed at the mu¬ 
seum for the completion of the 
millnnium "Friendship Quilt." 

The quilt, which has been 
under construction since Au¬ 
gust, 1999, features embroi¬ 
dered signature squares from 
over 40 different patrons in 
and around the Didsbury area. 

"This has been a very success¬ 
ful project," says Board mem¬ 
ber Marg Weaver. "We sold the 
squares for $10.00 a piece 
($25.00 if you needed help I 
with the embroidery), and had 

it sewn together by Marilyn Stauffer." The Friendship Quilt 
is actually one of three quilts involving community members 
that are featured at the museum. The other two were made 
by Maggie-Bell Imes (years previous) and more recently, by 
Grades 3 & 4 students at Ross Ford Elementary School. "Of 
course we have many, many other beautiful nostolgic quilts 
on display, these are just the ones the museum has collected 
as contributions," explains Weaver.

It's a philosophy Smith believes helps students stick with 
the program and succeed."the field of massage therapy has 
just grown so much over the past decade," Smith explains, 
"...there have been so many advancements made.

Years ago children across North America worked for hours 
with their parents constructing miniature race cars out of 
wood to rally at derbys everywhere. Saturday June 16th, 
those days will be returning to Didsbury with the 1st An¬ 
nual Soap Box Derby. 

The event- sponsored by the Lions Club- is actually the 
mastermind of members Ed Vermunt and George Pieper. 
"These two individuals are really the ones that deserve all 
the credit for this," says Lions Club President Ray Lea. "They 
were the ones who have done the research and who are re¬ 
ally working to organize this event." According to Lea, any¬ 
one between the ages of 8 - 14 years is allowed to enter the

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Chinook’s Arch Victims Service ready to assist 


It's 1:45 a.m. when an 
RCMP officer responds to a 
complaint of a tall, thin man 
dressed in black pants and a 
black hooded sweatshirt trying 
to break into the residence of 
an elderly couple on the south 
end of town. The couple heard 
noises coming from outside and 
managed to scare the culprit 
away before he broke through 
the basement window and into 
their home. 

The RCMP have arrived and 
briefly speak to the couple to 
ascertain the facts, such as 
what time the attempt oc¬ 
curred, what the culprit looked 
like, and which way he ran off. 
Quickly, they begin the search 
for the person in question. A 
person matching the couple's 
description is found by police 
walking eastbound toward 


mainstreet. 

While police are dealing with 
a suspected criminal, what has 
become of the elderly couple? 
They may be experiencing a 
multitude of feelings such as 
violation, fright, vulnerability, 
or anger. They may not feel side 
in their own home any longer. 
They may want information on 
how to improve their home's se¬ 
curity. 

Fortunately, there is a RCMP- 
based program that specializes in 
victim assistance idler a crime or 
tragedy has occurred. In a case 
such as this, the RCMP member 
could contact the on-call victim 
service support workers by 
pager. They would be briefed by 
the RCMP member, and then 
provide any support to victims 
to help them cope with the 
situation, information about 


what to do next and referrals to 
agencies or other organizations 
that can help the victims overcome 
the crime or tragedy. 

In this case the victims were 
so shaken by the incident, that the 
victim services support workers 
attended the home, contacted the 
couple's daughter and waited with 
them until she arrived. They lis¬ 
tened while the couple described 
the event, and the fear they both 
felt. Two weeks later, during a fol¬ 
low-up phone call, they learned 
that the couple had installed bars 
on their basement windows to pre¬ 
vent further break-ins. When it 
was time for the couple to testify 
in court against the culprit, the 
support workers introduced them 
to the court process and upon the 
couple's requested attended court 
with them.

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Essential oils, 
diversification 
on the farm 

Crop diversification has been one of the most over¬ 
used phrases of the last 10 years in the farm news. 
The definition of crop diversification is simply to grow 
a wide range of different crop species for benefit - 
agronomic and, hopefully, economic. In Western 
Canada, some of the latest crops added to the rota¬ 
tion have been field pea and chickpea. 

"While the concept of diversification sounds good 
in theory, simply growing another crop on the farm 
is not truly diversification," says Mark Olson, pulse 
and special crops specialist with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development, Lacombe. "The peren¬ 
nial problem is that prairie farmers are trapped into 
growing bulk commodities, shipping them out of the 
country with very little added value, other than the 
occasional cleaning and bagging. Essential oils may 
be a way to add to the diversity of the crops grown 
and add value at the same time." 

What are essential oils? They are compounds ex¬ 
tracted from the flower, bark, seed, leaves or roots of 
plants that are used in the flavor and fragrance in¬ 
dustry. 

Crops that have been grown in Alberta for essen¬ 
tial oils include peppermint, spearmint, coriander, 
caraway, dill, monarda anise-hyssop, summer savory, 
sage, tarragon, and basil. Testing has also been done 
on trees and wild plants such as black spruce, bal¬ 
sam poplar and yarrow. 

The primary markets for the essential oils are the 
food, beverage and perfume companies. In recent 
years, there has been a growing demand for essential 
oils in the aromatherapy industry. 

"Farmers thinking of getting into essential oils need 
to spend considerable time doing market research," 
adds Olson. "Discussion with buyers well before crops 
are planted and signing written agreements or con¬ 
tracts is necessary." 

When considering essential oil production there 
are hundreds if not thousands of plants to chose from. 
It is wise to evaluate at least a half dozen, to offset 
risk. Generally, the higher the price of the essential 
oil, the lower per cent oil extraction there is from the 
plant or the quantity of the plant available. Essen¬ 
tial oil quality and quantity is affected by variety, 
state of maturity, part of plant harvested, climate, 
soil, light, temperature, water and nutrients. 

Questions that need to be researched before diver¬ 
sifying into essential oils, are; What essential oils 
are in short supply in the world? Is the plant adapted 
to our climate and what are the agronomic practices 
associated with it? What are the costs of the extrac¬ 
tion unit and what profit margin do I need/want to 
make? Is the oil yield high enough of this plant to 
turn a profit and is there buyer acceptance of this 
quality from my location? What is the size of the mar¬ 
ket and who are my competitors in the local/national/ 
world market? 

Essential oils may be removed from plants in one 
of four methods; hydro (water) distillation, steam dis¬ 
tillation, solvent extraction and supercritical extrac¬ 
tion. 

"While the term extraction may sound foreboding 
to some farmers, removing essential oils from plants 
has been going on for centuries throughout the 
world," says Olson. 

"Of all the methods, steam distillation is one of the 
easiest to set up on the farm with least amount of 
money invested. Any scale of operation may be set 
up, depending on what the individual wants to ac¬ 
complish. " 

Essential oils do appear to have a bright future 
for those farmers wanting to truly diversify. For fur¬ 
ther information call Olson at 403-782-3301.

Pasture School, it’s about grazing management 


The Western Forage Beef 
Group (WFBG) is holding its 
fourth WFBG Pasture School 
in Lacombe on June 19 to 21. 
The combination of scientific 
and practical grazing manage¬ 
ment, economics and under¬ 
lying environmental benefits, 
attracts producers from 
across western Canada, some 
participants coming from as 
far away as Prince Edward 
Island. 

"The WFBG Pasture 
School is designed for grazers 
who are already practicing 
improved grazing manage¬ 
ment and want to practice it 
at a higher level," explains 
Grant Lastiwka, pasture 
agronomist with Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural 
Development and WFBG in 
Lacombe. 

"The school is geared to¬ 
wards the Parkland grazing 
area in western Canada. Al¬ 
though it can't be all things 
to all people, the WFBG is al¬ 
ways striving to deliver the 
best possible course to this 
target audience." 

Scheduled over three inten¬ 
sive days, the school includes 
classroom instruction field 
sessions, farm tours and net¬ 
working. 

Dr. Vern Baron, forage physi¬ 
ologist/agronomist with Agricul¬ 
ture Canada, Lacombe, leads 
the first morning, covering the 
topics of understanding grass 
and legume growth, and pas¬ 
ture production. Participants 
move to the field in the after¬ 
noon, with speakers discuss¬ 
ing pasture rejuvenation and 
grazing. 

Jim Bauer, well-respected 
rancher and manager of 
Grassland Consulting, com¬ 
bines practice and science, 
linking the information to¬ 
gether and reviewing key 
grazing principles. 

Later in the afternoon, 
Myron Bjorge, provincial for¬ 
age specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Lacombe, along 
with a support team, leads an 
informal discussion identify¬ 
ing key pasture species. 

In the evening, Duane 
McCartney and Christoph 
Weder share their findings on 
the grass finished beef indus¬ 
try from their recent trip to 
South America. 

Day two and three have 
sessions on pasture planning, 


pasture nutrient/fertility cy¬ 
cling, grazing annuals or 
swaths, grazing nutrition, 
matching the cow to the grass 
and extending the grazing ses¬ 
sion. 

"In the evening of day two, 
a key session on pasture eco¬ 
nomics is being delivered by 
Lome Erickson, forage spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Rimbey. If producers 
can't profit from pasture man¬ 
agement, they wouldn't be 
doing it, nor could they be fi¬ 
nancially able to improve the 
environmental resource they 
manage," says Lastiwka. 

"With improved profits and 
environmentally sound infor¬ 
mation, producers can afford 
to continue being even better 
environmental managers." 

A real school highlight is 
a field tour of the leading- 
edge grazing operations Brian 
and Gail Luce and Jan and 
Marianne Slomp. 

These two operations rep¬ 
resent a cross-section of the 
tools used in pasture manage¬ 
ment. A final session on pas¬ 
ture assessments ties the 
three days together. 'These 
field components integrate 
the scientific and practical 
concepts, and help producers 
apply what they have been 
learning to their own opera¬ 
tions," says Lastiwka. 

The school is accredited by 
the Society for Range Man¬ 
agement and sponsored by the 
WFBG, the Alberta Cattle 
Commission, the Alberta For¬ 
age Council (AFC), the Al¬ 
berta environmentally Sus¬ 
tainable Agriculture (AESA) 
program and several key pas¬ 
ture agri-businesses. 

"We support the school be¬ 
cause it provides a high level 
of education for people want¬ 
ing to know more about graz¬ 
ing and pasture management, 
including many of our mem¬ 


bers," explains Richard De 
Bruijn, AFC manager. 

The mandate of AFC is to 
encourage sustainable and 
profitable uses of forages 
and grasslands through 
awareness and information 
exchange. Its membership 
includes the 10 forage asso¬ 
ciations in Alberta and their 
members. 

"The key issue for the for¬ 
age industry right now is 
environmental 
sustainability because of the 
trend towards environmen¬ 
tal farm planning," says De 
Bruijn. 

"Pasture management is 
the weak link in growing the 
beef herd in Alberta, so the 
more we can improve produc¬ 
tivity of pastures, the greater 
the benefit for the industry." 

Along with three days of 
sessions and tours, partici¬ 


pants receive a comprehensive 
set of resources materials 
covering session presenta¬ 
tions, related reference in¬ 
formation, key contacts and 
a list of related internet 
sites. 

"We re pleased to have pri¬ 
vate industry sponsors who 
realize the importance of 
pasture management, spon¬ 
sor portions of the resource 
manual and be part of the re¬ 
source pool for partici¬ 
pants," says Lastiwka. 


A maximum of 54 partici¬ 
pants are accepted for the 
program. 

This year, as in previous 
years, the school is already 
full. Contact your local Al¬ 
berta Agriculture office to 
find out about other grazing 
workshops being held in the 
province this summer. 

Or, contact Lastiwka or 
Cathy Hendrickson to get 
information on the June 
2002 Western Forage/Beef 
Group Pasture School.

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Alberta’s moisture conditions still below normal 


Spring Soil Moisture 
Map.

Current moisture con¬ 
ditions are below normal 
in much of the province, 
with severely dry condi¬ 
tions in many parts of 
north central, east cen¬ 
tral, and southeastern 
Alberta. Many areas had 
record or near record 
lows for winter precipita¬ 
tion. 

"About 90 per cent of 
the agricultural area in 
the province does not 
have enough moisture to 
support crops. On aver¬ 
age, in any year, about 
one third of the agricul¬ 
tural area has low mois¬ 
ture reserves," explains 
Allan Howard, soil mois¬ 
ture specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, 
Edmonton. "Since most of 
our annual precipitation 
comes during the grow¬ 
ing season, there is still 
a chance the situation 
will improve, but the 
province will need well- 
timed, above normal rain¬ 
fall if we are to expect 
average yields." 

Snow storms during 
late March and early 
April did provide enough 
moisture to raise soil 
moisture levels to near 
normal west of Calgary 
and Lethbridge. 

"There is also an area 
in the north central 
Peace Region where mois¬ 
ture reserves are near 
normal," says Joe 
Michielsen, soil moisture 
technologist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, 
Lethbridge. "There are 
large areas of the province 
that do not have enough 
soil moisture for seed ger¬ 
mination. These include 
the Drumheller - Medicine 
Hat area, an area from 
Oyen to Consort, and a 
large area that extends 
from Red Deer north 
through Edmonton, 
Barrhead to Athabasca 
and east to St. Paul." 

The rest of the province 
has enough moisture for 
germination, but rain is 
needed soon to sustain 
the crop during early 
growth. Winds have dried 
out the seedbed in much 
of this area, so conditions 
have deteriorated. 

"Growers in drier areas 
need to closely monitor 
the moisture situation. 
Both crop and livestock 
producers should be con¬ 
sidering what options 
they could pursue if they 
don't get moisture soon," 
says Michielsen "Ques¬ 
tions such as seeding 
date, crop selection and 
fertilizer rates are on the 
minds of crop producers, 
while livestock producers 
are concerned about feed 
and water supplies.

Like the roads winding throughout British Columbia, rodeo 
competitors at two rodeos held in the mountain province found 
the results a bit rocky. 

The only contestant to find a smooth road with no curves was 
barrel racer Maxine Schneidmiller, of Sundre, the quickest cowgirl 
around the barrels with a time of 15.38 seconds at the Luxton 
Pro Rodeo held in Victoria from May 19-21. Schneidmiller, the 
1998 CPRA ladies barrel racing permit award winner, narrowly 
defeated Molly Swanson, of Simms Montana by one-tenth of a 
second. 

A rodeo dominated by cowboys from the United States, Billy 
Richards, of Cochrane, and Chris Walsh, of Rocky Mountain 
House, were able to break the American dominance in the saddle 
bronc riding event with a 5/6 split. Both cowboys spurred out 
78's on their mounts to collect $213. 

Olds bareback rider, Bill Boyd scored a 79 to cash a cheque of 
$172 for a 5/7 split. 

Fortunes were a little better in the interior as several cowboys 
wandered up to the pay window at the Falkland Stampede. 

Four time CPRA calf roping champion, Joe Lucas, of Carstairs, 
flanked his calf in 8.5 seconds winning $1,129, while Cliff 
Williamson, of Madden, turned in a time of 8.6 seconds pocketing 
$895. The current CPRA money leader with earnings of $5,580, 
Water Valley's Mark Nugent tucked $703 in his Wrangler jeans 
for a fifth place finish at the Falkland Stampede. 

Cremona bull rider Greg Whitlow, in 13th place in the Profes¬ 
sional Cowboy's Rodeo Association/Jack Daniels world standings 
with earnings of $18,700 managed to collect $649 in while Bill 
Boyd, now in second place on the CPRA money list with earnings 
of $4,179 pocketed $451. Schneidmiller took home $480 in the 
ladies barrel racing. 

Results of the Cloverdale rodeo were not known at press time. 

Although defending CPRA saddle bronc champion Glen O'Neill, 
of Water Valley, failed to place in the Falkland or Victoria rodeos, 
he remains in fourth place on the world standings with earnings 
of $27,887 and third place on the CPRA circuit netting $5,899. 
With earnings of $1,200 Kyle Daines, of Innisfail, is in tenth spot 
in saddle bronc riding, while Innisfail's Cheryl Daines is in fourth 
spot in barrel racing with earnings of $4,690. 

Big Valley bull rider Kelly Armstrong has won $5,535 on the 
Canadian circuit and remains in second place, while defending 
CPRA bull riding champion Rob Bell, of Water Valley has crept 
into tenth place with earnings of $2,983. The rodeo scene on the 
Canadian circuit now becomes extremely busy as it swings into 
the summer. This weekend rodeos are scheduled in Taber and Big 
Stone.
